Senator M< Ktu rv. of 
Lonislaaa, is aaother democrat who 
favora the instrument, flenator Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, haa not yet 
declared himself on the subject in 
Washington, but at a speech making 
In his own state expies^ed him.self in 
terms favorable to the president's 
poaltlOB In that and other regards.* 
' Senator Pattorsoa may be Uking 
the Santo Domingo traatg aS a step- 
ping stone to lesving the democratic 
cock pit. He has had a checkered 
political career. He bolted the dem- 
ocratic national ticket in 1892 be- 
cause free silver had been voted 
down in the convention, and subse- 
quently Joined the populist under 
iWeaver. When Bryan was nomiuat- 
ed In 1S9C on a democratic free sil- 
ver platform .Mr Patterson gave him 
warm siipixirt, and has lieea since 
Identified with the party. 

ant the weikUrg , PM» la uaually 
vesjr pronounesd in his nationalism. 
The free braclag atmosphere of 
mountain and plain Is Intoleraat of 
narrowness or ancestral prejudice. 
Such things cannot live in a i liiiiate 
exclusively for the vigorous and the 
virile. If Senator Patterson has de- 
cided to quit democracy he will be 
followlag the lead of Colorado's ma- 
jority.
